Of course, all visitors to Youghal must re- 
member Sir Walter Raleigh’s associations 
with the town, for he was its mayor in 1588-

with the results that always made us snigger 


when we came to that part in our histery 
hooks at school.

Mention of the “Kingdom of Kerry 
promptly brings Killarney to the mind of the 
prospective holiday-maker, But everyone has 
heard of Killarney, and it would really take a 
whole volume to talk about the sights to be 
seen in the vicinity of the town. There is the 
tour through the Gap of Dunloe, the Upper 
Lake, Long Range, the Middle and Lower 
Lakes to Ross.

The western counties of Ireland can offer a 
wide variety of resorts.

The 
sulphur spa there is claimed to be one of the 
best in the world, and the climate of Lisdoon- 
varna is both mild and invigorating, since the 
air combines the qualities of the sea, moor- 
land and mountains. 


Of course, Ireland has another important 
spa—at Lucan, quite close te the City of 
Dublin. During the last year or two the 


spa has been brought right up to date, and 
all the latest-treatments can be obtained under 
qualified supervision. Some people have the 
idea that one should only go to a spa when 
they are run down and in need of treatment, 
but that is nob so; one can have a really good 
time at this sort of place and feel all the 
better for it afterwards. 

Let us go back to County Clare again. 
Kilkee faces out on to the Atlantic, and from 
its semi-circular beach of firm sand bathing 
in the ocean ts perfectly safe. For expert 
swimmers there are places beneath the cliffs 
on the south side where the diver can plunge 
into the water from any height he likes up 
to about fifty feet. Some fine walks are to 
be taken along this part of the coast, and 
the cliffs are undermined by .caves in several 
places. There is a very nice drive, too, 
along the coast northwards to Spanish ‘Point, 
Miltown-Malbay, Lahinch, and the Cliffs of 
Moher.

Just up in County Donegal is Bundoran, 
which in the variety of its attractions re- 
If you really want to com- 
pare Bundoran or Tramore with a cross- 
Channel resort the best comparison is with’ 
Brighton—a better-Brighton, however. Bun- 
doran boasts one of the finest hotels in the 
country and it is not a vain boast. The town 
faces the broad expanse of Donegal Bay, while 
behind it are the hills of Donegal in the 
north and the mountains of Leitrim and Slige 
away to the south. On the fine sandy beach 
roll the Atlantic breakers, and guarding the 
sides of the bay are the cliffs, carved into 
fantastic shapes by the sea, Apart from the 
splendid golf course there are plenty of other 
recreations such as tennis, dancing, and 
angling in Lough Melvin and the rivers 
Drowes and Duff. 

Adjoining Donegal on the south lies Fer- 
managh, and down the centre of this county 
runs the River Erne, which spreads out into 
loughs dotted with little islands. The upper 
lake is a network of land and water, but the 
lower lake is more open, and some splendid 
fishing is to be had around this district. 

Cruising is an altogether different type of 
and the various shipping companies 
have organised a wide variety of cruises this 
year.

HY not see Northern Ireland this 
W year and get to know its people and 

the beauties of its scenery? Why go 
abroad and get poor value for your de- 
peeciated £ on adverse exchanges when you 
ean do better at home. An increasing num- 
ber of holiday-makers from the North are 
going south, sampling the beauties of the 
Lakes .of Killarney and the delightful seaside 
‘resorts; and experiencing the charm and 
friendliness of the people. They return 
with their horizon broadened, and Ireland 
henceforth is something to them that it never 
was before. . So, w hen the Southerner visits 
the North, even for a brief period of resi- 
dence, in one of its attractive holiday resorts, 
or for a tour of its beautiful glens, its cliff-girt 
roads, its appealing strands, old world towns 
and villages, its lakes and isles and silver 
streams, his outlook is changed. Many 
reconceived notions. of the ‘“‘cold, black 
North " disappear. 


A KINDLY PEOPLE 


They find a kindly and friendly people, 
with a peculiar directness of manner, which 
is both disconcerting and engaging; yet, .a 
people « capable of lasting friendship, eager 
to show the beauty spots at a lovely country- 
side, and to dispel any illusion that the 
North is a smoke-ridden industrial area 
Even in Belfast it is not that, and its sea- 
side and holiday resorts will compare with 
those of any country in the world for natural 
beauty and charm. The North has much 
to show the Sonth, and it is anxious that 
it should be known and understood, not, by 
preconceived notions or prejudices,. but by 
reality. What a wonderful list of attractions 
it has t6 offer? 

PORTRUSH 
Portrush has an appeal all its own. It is 
built upon a promontory, ahs ‘+h runs about 
three-quarters of a mile into the Atlantic, 
which gives it the advantage of bracing ozone- 
laden air, and three sea fronts. lí the breeze 
is blowing too strongly on one sea front, as 
it sometimes does in the best regulated holi- 
day resorts, it 1s easy to go to the other side 
of the promontory, where there is shelter and 
sunshine and an equally delightful view of 
golden strand and distant hills. It is justly 
described as the “ Queen of Northern Holiday, 


Resorts.’”’ Its air is just intoxicating. It is 
not so keen as one might expect from the 
Northern situation. but 1s silk and soft, with- 


out a suspic ion of. heaviness, a bracing breeze, 
tempered by the warmth of the Gulf Stream 
as it flows on its way to the South of Ice- 
land.

Londonderry. No visit to this Northern 
watering place would be complete without 
inspecting the grandeur of the Giant's Cause- 
Wav. Motorists from the Free State can 
utilise Portrush a jumnping-off point for 
visiting the Donegal Highlands, or if they 
go east they can traverse the famous 
Antrim coast oer thirty miles of sheer ce 
light, of which it has been written: ‘Even 
a “world-travelled tourist could not refrain 
from describing as one of the finest roads in 
the world, second only to- the Grand 
Corniche.”* They can visit also the Glens of 
Antrim, which have been extolled in ‘story 
and picture; but the most lyrieal of pens or

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Bangor is to the North: East. It is a splendid 


centre, from which visitors can inspect the 
heauties of the Co, Down coast and the Ards 
Peninsula. Its attractions are different, but 


no less appealing. Here there is every modern 
facility and attraction for the most fastidious 
holiday-seeker—golf, tennis, bowls, bathirfg, 
yachting, motor boats, cinemas, ‘* fun cities,” 
and a great variety of other amusements. 
Bangor is distinctly a play centre, although 
those who desire a less strenuous holiday can 
find it in the Pickie Park, at Ballyholme, or 
the Central Park. As Bangor is only twelve 
miles from Belfast, visitors are within sttik- 
ing distance of city shops, theatres and 
picture-houses, so that, wet or fine, they need 
never experience a dull moment. Those who 
like crowded holiday resorts will find Bangor 
all that they desire in the July 12th holiday 
week and the following Glasgow Fair week.

THE MOTORIST-GOLFER 

For the motorist-golfer Bangor an 
admirable centre. Aiter he has played over 
the Bangor golf courses and the.

Those who desire to explore the beauties 
of the Kingdom’ of Mourne—‘' where the 
mountains of Mourne sweep down to the 
sea,” as described in Perey French's dehght- 
ful song—could not do better. than make 
Newcastle or Warrenpoint their headquar- 
ters. Newcastle one of the loveliest cor- 
ners of Ireland. The towering Slieve Donard 
—the monarch of the mountain range—stands 
on guard over Newcastle: while his majestic 
court, Sheve Bigniar, Slieve Bernagh and 
Slieve Croob, hold sway over the Kingdom 
of Mourne and add a noble grandeur to a 
district full of charm and attractiveness, For 
those whe enjoy mountaineering, it is a para- 
dise, full of pleasant surprises; while to the 
ordinary tourist for whom hill-climbing is too 
strenuous, the Mourne Mountains are ever 
with him. No matter where he goes in 
South Down—and even into Armagh—a view 
of the Mourne Mountains is always avail- 
able. 

At Newcastle there are two golf courses. 
including a championship golf course, where 
the Irish Ladies’ Open Championship has 
just concluded; while there are abundant 
facilities for sea-bathing along the sands or 
in the new swimming-pool, There are alse 
tennis courts, and a new park will be opened 
shortly by the Gevernor of Northern Ire- 
land, the Duke of Abercorn, which will 
bring Newcastle into the front line of holli- 
day resorts, so far as attractions for visitdrs 
are eoncerned, For the young, middle-aged 
and the elderly people, Neweastle has its 
varied attractions, and none can surpass the 
restfulness of sitting on the sand dunes in 
blissful idleness and gazing upon some of the 
most enchanting scenery in Ireland, across 
the sands to the Mourne Mountains.

Meagre details by radio from the isolated 
City of Quetta late to-night tell of an 
appalling story of the earthquake disaster, 
which has laid waste towns|and villages 
over a length of 100 miles, and caused 
untold loss of life. te 

In the capital, itself an important mili- 
tary outpost defending the _ north-west 
frontier, it is feared that casnalties among 
British are very heavy. he city was 
crowded with British officials, students and 
members of the mercantile community 
making their usual stay in the hills during 
the hot weather. 

According to an official statement the 
citv and the civil and railway areas have 
been devastated. . The police force has 
been practically wiped out, and casualties 
among the subordinate poli¢e officers are 
especially heavy. 

The Staff College and military area are 
not seriously affected, and |all the Staff 
College officers are reported [to be safe. 

No railway officers have been killed, but 
heavy casualties are feared among the 
subordinate personnel.

IN considering the report of Mr. M. A. 


veyor, on suggested temporary measures 
for obtaiming an increased water supply, 


Dublin Corporation will be asked to say 
whether they are prepared to pay £54,000, 
with an annual charge of £3,500, for a 
purely temporary measure of relief. 

Delays, for which the Corporation is 
not responsible, have hindered a decision 
being reached concerning the proposed new 
works; but in two months’ time the co- 
partners of. the Corporation in the 


Supply Board—will say whether or not 
they are prepared to proceed with the 
Liffey power project. The Corporation can 
then decide their future policy, irrespec- 
tive of what the E.S.B. may do regarding 
the extension of their undertaking. 


INDEPENDENT SYSTEM 


Mr, Moynihan is in favour of the con- 
struction of a new and independent water- 
works system rather than the laying of 
an additional pipe line capable of carry- 
ing the additional two million gallons 
daily which Roundwood would give. 

Mr. Moynihan says that at the meeting 
of the General Purposes Committee, at 
which he was ordered to report to the 
Council, he stated that it would be possible 
to increase the delivery of water through 
the existing pipes by one million gallons 
per day by means of electrically-driven 
pumps situate on the pipe line in the 
neighbourhood of the Glen of the Downs. 
At this point it is calculated that the 
53-inch main would deliver a quantity of 
water far in excess of what it would 
deliver into the reservoirs at Stillorgan. 
as it is some 25 feet below the level of the 
latter, and the length of the pipe is only 
óó per cent. of the total. 


COST OF THE SCHEME 
His idea was that the pumps would 
supply the energy necessary to drive the 
extra quantity. The cost of such a scheme 
would require a capital expenditure of 
about £20,000. Since he put the proposal 
before the Committee he had fully con- 
sidered it in all its aspects, and because 
of the fact that the pumps would put an 
extra head of 70 feet on a water main 
laid seventy years ago, he did not feel 
justified in taking the risk which this 
increase of pressure on an old pipe would 
entail. 
The alternative to this is the laying of 
& new pipe which would take by gravity 
two million gallons per day from a point 
on the pipe line a quarter of a mile south 
of Kilcroney relief tank. The length of 
this pipe line would be eight miles. Taking 
these two million gallons from the pipe 
line would reduce the hydraulic gradient, 
and a pumping plant would be required to 
restore it, and so enable the water to reach 
Kilcroney. The cost of the pipe line 
would be £50.000, and the cost of the 
umps, electric motors, pump house, over- 
1ead power line and other incidental works 
£4, a total of £54,000. 
The annual operating costs for electric 
current, labour, etc., when the plant was 
giving its full output would be £3, 


. 

THE WAITING PERIOD 
The report continues: “ The larger 
scheme must be undertaken at an early 
date, and when completed the pumping 


more or less useless. I am satisfied that, 
with the citizens co-operating, the period 
until the Liffey works are completed can 
be tided over without any danger of a 
serious shortage. 

““ The methods which I adopted to bring 
before the citizens the necessity for 
economy in the use of water were adversely 
criticised by a few, and at the meeting of 
the Committee reference was made to the 
indignity cast on the city by advéttising 
the fact that there was a shortage of water. 
This is an “ indignity ” similar to that 
shared by the citizens of Belfast, Liver- 
pool, London and other places, and it is 
not, in my opinion, any indignity on the 
Corporation to poet up notices warning 
the people that they must observe the law 
and not waste water, any more than it 
would be to warn vandals against the 
‘destruction of civic property. 


CAMPAIGN AGAINST WASTE 


“The conditions at Stillorgan have 
improved, so as to make it possible to 
cease the curtailment of the water supply 
at night; but the propaganda against 
waste and misuse of water must be cease- 
lessly maintained.”’

HE Honourable Brian Lewis, Lord 
Essenden’s son and heir, created a 
personal record in the Isle of Man races 
to-day by winning the Mannin Moar race 
for the third successive year. On previous 
occasions he drove Italian cars, but yes- 
terday he steered a French car made by 
Bugatti, of 34 litres capacity, one of the 
new type of eight-cylindered cars pro- 
duced by that firm for the continental 
type of Grand Prix races. / 
Averaging 75.57 miles an hour for 200 
miles—fractionally better than he did last 
year—he had all the honours of the race, 
as he also made the fastest lap at 78.10 
miles per hour. 
Although he was only 51 seconds ahead 
of Martin, on a similar car, at the end 
of the race, he had the event in hands 
all the way, and drove with a restraint 
that suggested that he did not intend to 
take more out of his car than was 
necessary. 
While Shuttleworth, on an Alfa Romeo, 
jumped him in the sprint from the massed 
start, Lewis followed the leader for the 
first ten Japs at a time interval of five 
seconds, and might have passed him had 
he tried. Shuttleworth went out with 
back axle treuble on the fourteenth lap, 
and from that point Lewis led the ficld 
without ever being seriously pressed. 


THE E.R.A.’S. 


Followed by Martin and Mays on 
English made E.R.A.s, and Eccles on a 
third Bugatti, the race proceeded with 
monotonous regularity, Lewis gradually 
working up his speed to 76.03. miles an 
hour at half the distance: Mays had now 
dropped back to fifth place, and the three 
Bugittis filled the leading positions. 

Lewis was now 61 seconds ahead of 
Martin, and he had increased his lead to 
99 seconds with four-fifths of the race 
covered, Stopping to refuel in the final 
stage, he was 76 seconds ahead with five 
of the fifty laps to go, and, taking things 
relatively easily, he allowed Martin to 
gain on him and ran out a winner by 51 
seconds. i 

Regaining his third position in the 
fortieth lap, Mays held that place until 
the last circuit, when engine trouble com- 
pelled him to retire after a very fine effort 
on a car that had less than two-thirds the 
cubic capacity of all the continental cars 
in the race. . | 

Behind Lewis and Martin, eight minutes 
after the winner, came Fontes, on the Alfa 
Romeo on which Lewis won in 1933, and 
which Dodson drove into second place last 
year. An older type and smaller Bugatti, 
driven by Raysen, was fourth. This 
quartette were the only cars to finish out 
of fourteen starters, but three others were
